general introduction in the trade. We have just 
received a copy of Mr. Battezzato’s catalogue, print- 
ed according to his admirable plan. A description 
of the same will be given in one of our subsequent 
numbers, accompanied by a recommendation of the 
editor, and will probably remain as harmless as 
his usual “ appeals” on behalf of bibliography. 


AN up-town “ publishing company” has in- 
geniously adopted a new method of increasing the 
sale of the one book which it publishes by distribut- 
ing, without money and without price, cakes of soap 
on which is imprinted an advertisement of the 
book. This is a new development of the “ pre- 
mium system.” Somebody sugges‘s that the soap 
should be given away after the reading of the 
book instead of before. 


The Spring Trade Sale. 


THERE were fears that the spring Trade Sale 
would reflect only too accurately the dulness of 
the general trade for the past few weeks, but so far 
the feeling has been very good, and the bidding 
fairly brisk, and at about average prices. Twenty 
to thirty buyers were present as the usual terms 
were read out Tuesday morning at a quarter befure 
ten, and Lee & Shepard’s large invoice entered on, 
Buyers kept coming in, and the second morning 
nearly fifty seats were filled. The attendance is 
thus much larger than we had expected. It will be 
seen from our report of the first three days’ work 
work that prices for really salable and fresh books 
ranged in many cases pretty close to regular dis- 
counts, while of course a large proportion of the 
ordinary stock went way below. Roberts’ appear- 
ance at this sale created a lively excitement, and the 
bidding on such live books of their invoice as Miss 
Alcott’s, etc., was very spirited. Just as eager 
was the reception of the Osgoods’ list, as will be 
seen by the quotations given. As usual Messrs, 
William R. Leavitt, J. K. Pratt, and ‘‘ Joe” Foster, 
officiated at the desk. 


Lee & Shepard's invoice was first on the catalogue 
and included full lines of “ Oliver Optic’s” pop- 
ular books (over 1,500 volumes), numerous other 
juveniles, many fine editions of poetical works, and 
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various attractive lots. The prices averaged fair, 
“Oliver Optic” ranged from 77 1-2 cents to 
cents, on the $1.50 volume-, according to the fresh. 
ness of the book and the size of the jot. he old 
and famous “ Boat Ciub” series, retailing at $1.25, 
was very solid at 65 cents, and taken rapidly in 
large lots at 63 1-2.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 


Lowpon’'s Architectural Magazine published 
during 1838-a series of papers, under the pseudo- 
nym of “ Kata Phusin,” on “ The Pvetry of Archi- 
tecture,’ with numerous sketchy woodcuts of pic- 
turesque cottages, villas, and other buildings. 
There are several bits of evidence to show that 
these papers were the work of the “ graduate of 
Oxford,” whose ‘* Modern Painters” not long atter 
so stirred the world of art. At any rate, Messrs. 
John Wiley & Son are busily engaged in reprinting 
this series, with the illustrations, in a volume uni- 
form with their complete edition of Ruskin’s 
works, the only uniform one in existence ; and have 
even gone so far as to announce the book as “ by 
John Ruskin,” though the pseudonym only, we be- 
lieve, appears on the title-page. We can scarcely 
think it right to attribute an unacknowledged work 
with the la-ter definiteness except with the most di- 
rect evidence of its authenticity. 


AN important work has been commenced by the 
New England Numismatic and Archzological So- 
ciety (Boston) on “ The Early Coins of America,” 
the first part of which is already printed. It will 
be properly illustrated, and both the illustrations 
and letterpress printed with unusual nicety. It 
will give in detail the Jaws governing the various 
issues which it will present, with notices of the 
Washington pieces, the Anglo-American tokens, 
many coins of unknown origin of the seventeenth 


and eighteenth centuries, and the first patterns of 


the United States mint. Numismatics is a science 
becoming more and more followed as an adjunct 
to history, and this will be an important contribu- 
tion to its literature. 


Porter & Coates, Philadelphia, announce the 
first volume of a new series of juvenile books by 
*Castlemon,” whose “ Gunbo.it,” “Go Ahead,” 
and other series sold very largely last fall. It is 
“ The Sportsman’s Club in the Saddle,” and will 
form the first volume of the “Sportsman’s Club 


Series.” The same firm also announce “ Men of 
the Third Republic,” reprinted from a recently 
published English book. The work consists of a 
series of very ably drawn po tra ts of the principal 
men at the head of public affairs in France, with a 
review of their careers both in public and private 
and some bold criticism on their actions. The 
sketches have a pleasant sparkle of wit about them, 
combined with great facility of expression, which 
bids fair to secure for the volume an extensive pop- 
ularity. 

THERE is a Curious history to.“ The Changed 
Cross,” of which Randolph is issuing the 72d thou- 
sand in book form. Some seventeen years since, 
the wife of an eminent forcign missionary brought 
to him this anonymous poem of eighty-four lines, 
copied from an Irish magazine. Instead of print. 
ing it on a card, as she suggested it was done on 
note paper with a fly-leaf, and marked as No. 1 of 
a series of Leaflets for Letters. It was so popu- 
lar that it found its way all over the world, and like 
poems were issued in the same shape to the num- 
ber of two score, These were then gathered intoa 
volume under the title of ‘“‘ The Changed Cross, 
and other Religious Poems,” to the latest edition of 
which thirty more favorite fugitive pieces were 
added. 


“Fritz,” the lively Boston correspondent of 
the Zvening Mail, writing of Dr. Burr, whose 
“Pater Mundi” is just published, and of his first 
work, “Ecce Coelum,” says that in it the learned 
defender of orthodoxy “ showed that the frame-work 
ot the heavens and all the motions thereof are 
strictly evangelical, that the heavens declare not 
only the glory of God but of orthodoxy, and that 
the stars in their courses fight against modern in- 
fidelity and a good deal of modern science.” 


LEE & SHEPARD have in press the second vol- 
ume of their “ Latin School Series,” containing 
selections from Ovid, Curtius, De Senectute, De 
Amicitia, etc.; also a new edition of Edward 
King’s “ My Paris,” and “* Social and Dramatic Dia- 
logues,” by Prof. L. B. Monroe, being the third 
in his series of elocutionary books.

TRADE STATIsTICs. — According to Kelly & 
Co.’s valuable “ Directory of Stationers, Printers, 
Publishers, Paper-makers, etc., in England, Scot- 
land, Wales, and Principal Towns of Ireland,” just 
published in London, there are 35,000 persons en- 
gaged in the printing trade in Great Britain, nearly 
half of whom are in London, together with about 
15,000 bookbinders and bookfolders, two-thirds of 
whom are in the metropolis. In London and the 
suburbs alone there are issued 282 newspapers and 
853 periodical publications; there are 938 news- 
venders, 124 advertisement agents, 24 bill posters, 
and 32 show-card and other tablet makers. ‘There 
are 830 booksellers and 377 publishers; 66 libra- 
ries, and 381 bookbinders. The printing trade is 
represented by 1,030 printers, 27 typefounders, and 
26 stereotypers. These are heads of establish- 
ments only, irrespective of the workmen—com- 
positors, pressmen, and others. Lithography in 
its various branches is represented by 382 persons. 
The copper-plate-engravers are 81, wood engrav- 
ers 128, printsellers 126, music-sellers and printers 
82. The paper trade and manufacture in its differ- 
ent branches of raw materials, collection, and deal- 
ings, and machinery-makers, is represented by 
nearly 500 persons. Map-making and map-rolling 
is represented by 63 persons; there are 1,460 re- 
tail stationers, 332 wholesale stationers, 23 manu- 
facturers of writing and printers’ ink, and from 300 
to 400 more engaged in the various miscellaneous 


branches of the stationery trade, envelope, sealing. 
wax, quill pen, playing cards, paper-boxes, and 
other minor industries.

England, London, 285; provinces, 889—total, 
1174. Wales, 59; Scotland, 144; Ireland, 140; 
Isles, 19. Of these there are daily papers, Eng- 
land, 86; Wales, 1; Scotland, 12; Ireland, 24; 
Isles, 2. On reference to the edition of this direc- 
tory for 1863, the following interesting facts are 
found, viz. : that in that year there were published 
in the United Kingdom 1,206 journals. Of these, 
72 were issued daily, viz. : England, 46; Wales, 1; 
Scotland, 9; dreland, 14; Isles, 2; but in 1873 
there are now established and circulated 1536 pa- 
pers of which no fewer than 126 are issued daily, 
showing that the press of this country has very 
greatly extended during the last ten years, and es- 
pecially so in daily papers, the daily issues stand- 
ing 126 against 72 in 1863.

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OBITUARY. 


CHARLES KNIGHT, the veteran publisher, editor, 
journ list, and historian, died Feb. 9, in his 82d year 
He was oneof the pioneers of cheap and good 
literature. Among his first enterprises were the 
valuable “ British Almanac and Companion,” 
“Library of Entertaining Knowledge,” “ The 
Penny Mazazine,” and “ The Penny Cyclopedia,”’ 
on which he spent, for literature and engravings, 
the large sum of £40,000, and in producing which 
he had to pay to the Excise no less a sum than 
£16,500. The “ Pictorial Bible” was the most 
successful as a permanent work, and the 
* pictorial ’’ edition of the “ Arabian Nights ” the 
most beautiful in artistic execution. These were 
followed by the “ Pictorial Slrakespeare,”’ which he 
styles “the most congenial undertaking of his 
literary. life ;” the ‘ Pictorial London,” the most 
strictly antiquarian ; and the “ Pictorial History of 
England,” certainly the most valuable of all as a 
contribution to the history of the people them- 
selves, their industries, their manner; and customs, 
and, in short, of all that constitutes the character 
of a nation as distinct from the mere annals of iis 
princes and rainisters. All these enterprises were 
pecuni irily successful excepting the “ Penny Cyclo- 
pzdia,”’ which entailed heavy loss, owing to the 
duty on paper. In later years Mr. Knight pub- 
lished ‘* The Land We Live In,” a work descriptive 
of Great Britain, and in 1855, induced by a sugges- 
tion in the London 7imes, he began the publication 
of a ‘* Popular Histery of England,” which was 
issued in numbers, and completed in eight years, 
forming one of the most comprehensive and fairest 
works of the kind in print. The London Atheneum, 
for March 15, in a long and appreciative notice, pays 
the following tribute to his amiable character: 
* He was a man of many friends ; and every one of 
them—now living in this land—was touched by 
the intelligence that a blow long expected and long 
delayed had at length fallen, and that Charles 
Knight had died in his eighty-second year at 
Addlestone, Surrey. As Charles Knight was one 
night retiring from the tab'e of “Our Club,” 
Douglas Jerrold described the man in two words, 
when, with a twinkling eye and tender voice, he 
said, ‘‘ Good Knight.” 


BisHop CHARLES PeTiT MCILVAINE, of Ohio, 
the distinguished divine, best known through his 
“ Evidences of Christianity,’’ died in Florence, 
Italy, aged 75 years. 


GENERAL COUNT PHILIPP DE SEGUR, author of 
the well-known History of the Russian Campaign of 
1812, the oldest member of the French Academy, 
died February 25, in Paris, aged 93 years. 


AmepDerE 8. D. THIERRY, the distinguished 
French historian, author of a ‘‘ History of the 
Gauls,” “ Attila and his Successors,” and several 
other works, died in Paris in his 76th year. He 
was a younger brother of the eminent author of the 
“ Norman Conquest of England.’ 

Str FREDERIC MADDEN, for many years Keeper 
of the MSS. at the British Museum, and well 
known as palzographer, antiquarian, author 
and editor, died in London, in his 73d year. 


Pror. Dr. HEINRICH Kurtz, well known by 
his excellent History of German Literature, and 
other works devoted to literary history, died, 
February 24, at Aarau, aged 68 years. 

JoserPH LEHMANN, distinguished journalist, and 
editor of the German “ Magazine for Foreign 
Literature,” died, February 19, in Berlin, aged 72 
years. 

M. Branpbus, the Jeading music publisher of 
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Paris, died recently. He held the exclusive right8 
to publish the compositions of Meyerbeer and of @ 
number of other prominent composers, 


Wma. SKEAN, well-known author, one of the 
eclitors of the Morning Post, London, died in the 
second week of February.

ARTS AND SCIENCES. 


M. MARION, of Paris, has devised a method of 
photographic printing which consists in impreg- 
nating paper with ferro-prussiate, by which it is 
rendered sensitive to light. The drawing, which is 
made on tracing paper, is laid on the sensitive pa- 
per as a negative, and exposed to light, after which 
the sensitive paper is washed in water, when the 
copy is found produced thereon in white lines on a 
blue ground. By the use of a tannin solution the 
ground can be changed from blue to black, the 
work remaining white. 


PORTABLE INK.—At a recent meeting of the 
Frankfort Polytechnic Association, Professor Boett- 
ger exhibited a novel kind of ink, which is adapted 
to take on journeys and exploring expeditions. 
White blotting paper is saturated wiih aniline 
black, and several sheets are pasted to form a thin 
pad. When wanted for use, a small piece is torn 
offand covered with a little water. The black 
liquid which dissolves out is a good writing ink, 
A square inch of the paper will give enough ink to 
last tor a considerable writing, and a few pads 
would be all that an exploring party need carry 
with them. As water is always available, the ink 
is readily made, 


NICKELIZATION OF PRINTING TyPE.—If ordi- 
nary type be electro-plated with nickel it lasts much 
longer, owing to the greater hardness of the nickel 
coating. This treatment is preferable to electro- 
plating with copper, as it gives sharper impres- 
sions, and does not injure colored inks, such as 
those made with vermilion.—Chronigue de [ Ite 
dustrie.

Printers’ Strikes. 


THE EDINRURGH PRINTERS’ STRIKE.—Since 
the settlement of this unfortunate dispute, the men 
wh» went out on “strike” have been negotiating 
with their respective employers, with a view to 
returning to work. So far as matters have yet 
gone, it would seem that about one-third of the 
men who struck have been allowed to retun to 
their frames. The number of printérs who went 
out was 750. Of these there remained in town 
last week somewhere about 450, and upwards of 
200 have not yet obtained employment. The 
prospects of these men would seem anything but 
cheering. At present there seems no likelihvod of 
more than a small proportion of them being re- 
engaged ; but it is thought not improbab‘e that 
more than six months may elapse before they all 
get settled down again in regular employment. It 
is estima‘ed that, reckoning loss of wages and con- 
sumption of union resources for purposes of main- 
tenance, the strike must have cost the men some- 
thing like £15,000, not to speak of miscellaneous 
expenses, which must have amounted up to a very 
considerable figure.—Scotsman.
